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ASHC election thrown out, 
Rep seat still vacant

Traditionally the Associated 
Students of Hartnell College (ASHC) 
have been beset with election 
problems. The Sept. 22-23 election 


for student representative to the 


Governing Board was no exception. 
At the Oct. 1 meeting of the ASHC 


“senate, student body President Art 


Martinez announced that the election 
was invalid because “Some of the 
policies were not followed.” 

This announcement was received 
with expectancy by the largest 
student audience of the fall semester, 
confirming rumors of election errors. 

It began on Sept. 26 when the 
ASHC senate declared Richard Jufiar 
the Student Representative to the 
Governing Board, though he received 
only 100 of the 204 votes cast. His 
closest opponent,: Walter Ryce, 
received 67 votes. 

According to the ASHC 
constitution a majority of the total 
votes cast is- required to qualify a 
candidate for this position. The 
applicable clause states that “If no 
candidate received a majority of the 
votes cast,.. the two. . .receiving the 


Jargest-number. shall -be- in- a. run-off 


election.” 

Moreover, Ryce protested that the 
election should have never taken 
place because in last spring’s election 
he secured the majority of votes over 
Clementina Martinez. Since neither 
received a majority vote, he added, it 
should have been a run-off between 
the two. 

Ryce also questioned whether 
Jufiar was eligible for office; various 
rumors had said that Jufiar’s grade 
point average (GPA) was below the 
required 2.0. “He simply was not 
qualified for office,” Ryce said. 

When asked about this, Jufiar said 


that he did not know his GPA nor was

he asked for it at any time. Several 
other senators stated that, prior to 
receiving petitions, they had not been 
asked for their GPA. 


Why was this allowed to happen? 

Dean of students and ASHC advisor 
since the fall semester, Jose 
Madrigal, feels his role is to advise 
and not dictate. He feels this provides 
more of a learning experience for 
student officers. Following this 
philosophy, Madrigal claimed he 
delegated an ASHC commission to 
check the prospective candiates’ 
eligibility prior to the election. 

“! authorized ‘the office of 
admissions and records to make 
available candidates’ GPA’s to an 
ASHC commission,” according to 
Madrigal. Though he is not sure, he 
thinks? this does not violate the 
privacy act. 

“No committee was assigned to 
check GPA’s,” Art Martinez said. All 
ASHC. senators interviewed agreed 
with this statement. “We assumed he 
(Madrigal) verified the GPA’s,” 
Martinez added. 

Dr. Victor Willits, ASHC advisor for 
seven years, interprets the advisory 
position differently than does 
Madrigal. “It is the Dean of Students 
position, in my. opinion, to review 
students’ academic records because 
of confidentiality.” 

Several ASHC officers, including 
Art. Martinez, . Caroline Rowland, 
Patty Zwarts and Glenn Tiong, felt 
that the Sept. 22-23 election for 
student representative to the 
Governing Board should have been a 
run-off between Ryce and Clementina 
Martinez. 

According to Madrigal, who 
claimed to have consulted Willits, he 
advised the ASHC senate to hold a 
new election — Sept. 22-23. — 
because Clementina Martinez was a 
write-in candidate. Willits later 
confirmed this staternent. Most ASHC 
members feel that in this matter, as 
well as in others, they have been 
improperly advised. 

Following Madrigal’s advice, the 
ASHC senate appointed a policy 
committee to clarify their: now 
nebulous constitution to avoid 
recurrence of such problems in the 
future. 

Senator Caroline Rowland said at 
the Oct. 1 meeting, “There needs to 
be some definite amendments made 
to our constitution.” 

The constitution will be firm by 
Oct. 31, and at that time a decision 
will be on the handling of the election 
for the student representative to the 
Governing Board. 

Uncontested, both Grace Ledesma 
and Beatrice Beltran won the 
positions of Commissioner of Spring 
Activities and Commissioner of 
Communications, respectively, in 
unmitigated landslides. 

Though. he is unhappy with the 
election procedures, Ryce says that “'! 
am in a conciliatory mood and 
prepared to work with the ASB 
(Associated Student Body).”

Execution 
was excellent, as Gamma segued 
effortlessly from tune to tune during 
their hour-and-fifteen-minute set, 
including two encores.

Arms control is number one and 
decriminalization of marijuana is low 
on the list of priorities for US Sen. 
Alan Cranston. 

Sen. Cranston, who is being 
challenged in his re-election bid by 
Paul Gann, co-author of Prop. 13, was 
interviewed at a Democratic Party 
fund-raising spaghetti feed in 
Monterey recently. 

He supports a tax cut bill, Jimmy 
Carter for President, the Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA), an = arms 
agreement with Russia and — with his 
own bill — decriminalization of 
Marijuana. 

The nation’s economic problems 
concern him, he said, and the tax cut 
bill he favors would offset recent 
social security increases. He believes 
that the progress of the last three 
months show: that Carter’s economic 
policies are beginning to work. 

“Jimmy Carter is a man of peace, 
compassion and_ intelligence,” 
Cranston said. ‘“‘He has faced 
mammoth problems in the past four 
years, and | believe he is now 
experienced in the job of President. 


He thinks neither Reagan nor 
Anderson has had enough executive 
experience: “Carter is wise and 
restrained and doesn’t shoot from the 
vi like Reagan has a tendency to

His bill to decriminalize marijuana 
has yet to be moved. He believes that 
people will have to be “more 
educated and united,” in their 
support of such a bill before any 
progress can be made. “There are 
more serious crimes to pursue.” 


“We have personnel needs in the 
armed forces that should be filled by 
experienced, trained people and not 
just anyone off the street,” he said. 


A firm supporter of ERA, Cranston 
is opposed to the registration and 
draft, but thinks that, if a draft is 
necessary, women should be drafted. 


A Senate leader on the subject of 
arms control, Cranston declared, 
“Though | support any effort not to 
be inferior to Russia, | believe that 
some sort of agreement should be 
made.”

A commission of the Associated 
Students of Hartnell College (ASHC) 
may be going to prison. 

At the Oct. 1 meeting of the ASHC 
senate George Niesen, coordinator 
for the Hartnell college program at 
Soledad State Prison, said “| am here 
today to tell you about our programs 
at Soledad and also make you (ASHC) 
aware of the large number of students 
who are participating in those 
programs.” 

Niesen stated that there are about 
350 incarcerated Hartnell students 
who so far have received no support 
from their student senate. Several 
ASHC members said they were not 
aware of the Soledad College 
program.

But now that they are, the Senate 
tentatively agreed to send a 
committee to the prison to inform 
students, hear grievances and discuss 
possible future interaction. 

“Our programs have been 
successful. Hartnell College awards 
five to ten A.A. degrees to inmate 
students every year,” Niesen said. 

Soledad students, according to 
Niesen, attend one of three programs 
for which they may receive college 
credit. Provided by the prison are 
various vocational trade programs; 
academic programs funded through 
tuition; and Project Soledad which 
offers academic short courses 
through a government grant. 

The $280 semester tuition paid by 


some students is defrayed by either 
veterans benefits or a combination of 
a federal grant and prison subsidy. 
Nowhere else, even in other prisons, 
do residents pay tuition at the. 
community college level. 

“Last year was the first time we 
started any direct communication 
between the inmate students and the 
students on the campus — | don’t 
want to press anything, | just want 
interaction.” Niesen thinks that. all 
Hartnell students, despite their 
location, should enjoy the same 
benefits: 

At last report, the ASHC said they 
have six senators who wish to attend 
the prison and examine the college 
program.

barbecue were State Senator H.L. 
Richardson, 25th District; State 
chairman Truman Campbell: and Eric 
Seastrand, candidate for the State 
Senate, 17th District. 


Richardson, Campbell, Seastrand 
speak out on issues 


Richardson and Campbell said they 
are against the legalization’ of 
marijuana while Seastrand said that 
pot distributors and pushers should 
be prosecuted. 

Richardson. said, ‘‘There _ is 
absolutely no question that 
decriminalization (of marijuana) has 
spread wider use of marijuana,’ and’ 
the use of the drug has produced 
societal ’burn-outs.” 

He thinks that marijuana is an 
“introductory drug” and ‘‘nobody 
denies this,” and that marijuana is a 
debilitating drug. 

Campbell believes that pot should 
not be legalized “until we know more 
about it.” 

The bottom line for him is that 


marijuana is illegal. He said, “If 
alcohol were illegal, | would quit 
drinking.” 

Campbell says he has never 
smoked pot and ‘’Psychological 
dependence with severe 


consequences” can result from. its 
use. 


In answer to questions on the draft 
and nuclear arms, Campbell said he 
believes the draft is necessary and 
that the U.S. needs a larger army. 


Richardson thinks “the communists 
are taking over — we need a larger 
army,” and “more nukes.” He said, 
“The draft should be applied fairly,” 
but “women should not be involved.” 

Seastrand would like to see an all 
volunteer army and ‘preferred to 
cor‘inent on “the rotten economic 
‘policy ‘ of ' the’ ‘Carter | ahd? ‘Brown. 


administrations” than discuss the 
draft or nuclear arms.

Representing . the Democrats at 
their spaghetti feed were. State 


Assemblyman Henry Mello, 
candidate for the 17th district State. 
Senate, and U.S. Senator Alan 
Cranston. 


Contrary to the Republicans, both 
Cranston and Mello are in favor of the 
decriminalization of marijuana. 

“| support the decriminalization of 
marijuana because so many people, 
even the old, smoke it,”” Mello stated, 
adding, “It’s a move in the right 
direction.” 

Cranston said that he has 
introduced a bill in Congress for 
marijuana decriminalization 
patterned after California laws. 

The two Democrats did, however, 
have different viewpoints on military 
issues. 

Mello is opposed to the. draft 
unless the United States is invaded. 
He is an advocate of peace and thinks 
the country needs actions like SALT 
i. 

On the other hand, Cranston 
supports the draft as long as women 
are involved and says that the U-S. 
needs to surpass the USSR. He added, 

‘Our army needs to be better trained 
and paid.” 


Leon Panetta 


The Sentinel also interviewed U.S. 
Congressman Leon Panetta in an 
interview Oct. 9 on the Hartnell 
Campus. 

Along with the. other Democrats, 
Panetta is not as harsh on the 
Marijuana issue as the Republicans.
